OES firefighters return

After six days fighting the massive wildfires burning in Southern 
California, Mendocino County’s firefighters returned home 
Tuesday. 

“The residents were really appreciative, especially when they 
found out we came from Northern California,” said Ukiah Valley 
Fire District Chief Dan Grebil. 

Grebil, along with UVFD Volunteer Battalion Chief Mike 
Mayfield, led a Northern California strike team that consisted of 
five Office of Emergency Services from Eureka, Fort Bragg, 
Laytonville, Middletown and Ukiah with a total of 21 firefighters. 

Firefighters assigned to those engines included: from the Ukiah 
Fire Department UFD Capt. Charlie Miller and firefighters Terry 
Israel and Kirk Thomsen; from the Laytonville fire department fire- 
fighters Tom Smyth, Calvin Harwood, Ryan Smith and Jason 
Little; and from the Fort Bragg Fire Department Steve Orsi, Stuart 
Denevi, Walter Burbeck and Jason Orsi. 

Grebil said the caravan of fire 
engines left Ukiah around 1 a.m. 
Monday and arrived at a staging area 
in Chino on Monday afternoon. From 
there the strike team was dispatched to 
the Rice fire, which was burning along 
Highway 15 between the towns of 
Fallbrook and Rainbow in the San 
Diego area. 

When firefighters arrived, much of 
the town of Fallbrook, home to about 
40,000 people, had been evacuated. 

“Tt was a ghost town,” Grebil said. 

The strike team went immediately 
to work, protecting several homes as 
well as a water-pumping station that 
Grebil said was critical for refilling 
above-ground tanks. 

“We were able to save some 
homes,” Grebil said.

After working a 24-hour shift, firefighters took shelter in a 
Lutheran School in Fallbrook that had air conditioning. 

“We were able to take showers and eat,” Grebil said. 

Many strike-team members also took the opportunity to get the 
first real sleep many had had since Monday. 

The strike team continued firefighting efforts in the Fallbrook 
area, saving an estimated five-to-seven homes, before being moved 
farther east on Saturday to deal with hot spots and flare-ups as the 
fires were slowly brought under control. 

Firefighters were released from the fire on Monday and spent the 
night in Madera before returning to Ukiah Tuesday afternoon. 

“We accomplished a lot,” Grebil said. 

CalFire firefighters from Mendocino County are still in Southern 
California. 

At their height, there were 16 fires burning in Southern 
California, ranging from north of Santa Barbara to the U.S.-Mexico 
border. All told, the fires blackened close to 800 sguare-miles and 
destroyed more than 3,000 homes.

Congress passes new child health care bill, 
setting up another veto fight with Bush 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A defiant Democratic-controlled 
Congress voted Thursday to provide health insurance to 4 mil- 
lion lower-income children, ignoring President Bush’s threat of 
a second straight veto on the issue. 

The legislation cleared the Senate on a vote of 64-30. It 
passed the House last week, but supporters were shy of the two- 
thirds majority needed to override Bush’s threatened veto. 

“We’re convinced that the president has undermined an 
effort to protect children,” Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., said shortly before the vote. 

Sen. Mitch McConnell of Kentucky, the Republican leader, 
predicted there eventually would be an agreement that all sides 
could embrace. “I think we are going to be able to get this 
worked out after we get over the skirmish of the last couple of 
weeks,” he said. 

In a situation of bewildering political complexity, 
Republicans dictated the decision to pass the legislation speed- 
ily. It appeared their goal was to short-circuit attempts by sup- 
porters of the bill to reach a compromise that could attract 
enough votes in the House to override Bush’s veto. 


Bush compares Democrats’ attitude 
toward terror with those who ignored 
rise of Lenin and Hitler 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bush compared 
Congress’ Democratic leaders Thursday to people who ignored 
the rise of Lenin and Hitler early in the last century, saying “the 
world paid a terrible price” then and risks similar consequences 
for inaction today. 

Bush accused Congress of stalling important pieces of the 
fight to prevent new terrorist attacks by: dragging out and pos- 
sibly jeopardizing confirmation of Michael Mukasey as attor- 
ney general, a key part of his national security team; failing to 
act on a bill governing eavesdropping on terrorist suspects; and 
moving too slowly to approve spending measures for the Iraq 
war, Pentagon and veterans programs.

“Unfortunately, on too many issues, some in Congress are 
behaving as if America is not at war,” Bush said during a speech 
at the Heritage Foundation, a conservative think tank. “This is 
no time for Congress to weaken the Department of Justice by 
denying it a strong and effective leader. ... It’s no time for 
Congress to weaken our ability to intercept information from 
terrorists about potential attacks on the United States of 
America. And this is no time for Congress to hold back vital 
funding for our troops as they fight al-Qaida terrorists and rad- 
icals in Afghanistan and Iraq.” 

Bush’s remarks were his second in two days alleging inaction 
on Capitol Hill, which has been led by Democrats since 
January. This speech focused on measures related to the war on 
terror, while Wednesday’s emphasized disputes between the 
White House and Congress over domestic issues. 

Bush argued the current debate over the Iraq war and the 
administration’s anti-terror methods harkens back to debates 
decades ago over resisting action when Soviet founder Vladimir 
Lenin first talked about launching a communist revolution, 
when Adolf Hitler began moves to establish an “Aryan super- 
state” in Germany, and in the early days of the Cold War when 
some advocated accommodation of the Soviet Union. 


Stocks plunge on fears that interest rate 
cuts will end as economy is weakening 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wall Street plunged Thursday, pulling 
the Dow Jones industrial average down more than 360 points as 
investors found themselves confronted by two uncomfortable 
prospects: an end to interest rate cuts and a slowing economy. 

Mindful of a warning from the Federal Reserve Wednesday 
about inflation, the market nervously watched the price of oil, 
which passed $96 a barrel overnight for the first time before 
dipping on profit-taking. The Fed, which cut interest rates a 
quarter point, said in a statement that inflation remained a con- 
cern, and oil’s ascent to another record raised the possibility not 
only that the Fed might stop cutting rates, but that it might even 
consider raising them if inflation accelerates. 

Meanwhile, Wall Street also had to contend with concerns 
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about a slowing economy. A report from the Commerce 
Department indicated consumers scaled back their spending in 
September as worries mounted about a worsening housing mar- 
ket and further credit market turmoil. And a trade group report- 
ed that manufacturing in the U.S. grew in October at the weak- 
est pace since March. 

The combination of factors led investors to pull back sharply 
from Wednesday's rally, in which the Dow climbed 137 points 
after the Fed said the economy had weathered the summer's 
credit crisis. 

“Wall Street is in love with the idea of a rate cut, and realized 
that the Fed said inflation is still a concern — that lowered the 
chances of a cut in December," said Ryan Detrick, a senior tech- 
nical strategist with Schaeffer's Investment Research. “We're 
now feeling the pain now that investors have slept on it, and fig- 
ured out what they said."

At the core of the Foster 
Fund is compassion. Lee and 
Bea Foster established the 
fund in 2002 when Lee was 
being treated for Leukemia.

feeling sick from radiation, 
the trip can be excruciating.” 
However, that is exactly what 
many families in Mendocino 
County face every day. People 
from the North County and 
the Coast often travel to 
Ukiah for radiation treat- 
ments, and people from 
throughout the county fre- 
quently go to San Francisco 
for diagnostic tests.

Surveys, reports and polls. 
We don't know whether we 
should take them to heart or 
wait until the next one comes 
along that debunks the previ- 
ous one. I usually get alarmed 
and then do some investigat- 
ing on my own on the net or 
books before I take action. 

I have developed this atti- 
tude because I have noticed 
that the companies that do the 
polling do not always tell you 
the age or other distinctions 
about the group surveyed, 
which would matter in some 
cases and could affect the out- 
come. Clearly, if a group of 
people or organizations want- 
ed to change thinking via the 
use of surveys, they could eas- 
ily slant the questions to get 
the answers they desire. 

I know a little about this 
subject as during the first few 
years I lived in the county I 
was a pollster for the Gallup 
Poll and the California Poll. 
Seniors felt totally different 
about political and social 
issues than those between 30 
and 50. Middle aged folks, 
depending on income, were 
more likely to be more aware 
of economical subjects and 
topics. It was an interesting 
and educational time in my 
life. 

One survey caught my eye 
recently about stress. A group 
of people were asked if their 
stress level was higher and 
more noticeable compared to 
5 years ago. 7596 said yes, and 
almost all of those people had 
physical symptoms that they 
could attribute to stress. 

I had to think about myself 
and I answered the opposite! 
After going back 5 years, I 
realized that there were sever-

al things I had deliberately 
changed in the past 5 years. 
First, I stopped watching the 
daily news. I would get snip- 
pets of news at some point 
every few days and never get 
into any story too deeply. The 
exception to this rule was 
election time when I had to 
bear down and study the 
issues and step into the nega- 
tive mire of campaign adver- 
tising and candidate mud 
slinging. 

I realized that the national 
media presented their pro- 
grams as more “sensational” 
and less “newsy.” The majori- 
ty was pretty ugly and upset- 
ting. I figured I could live 
without it. Next, I dropped out 
of association with anyone or 
any group that was negative. 
If there was bickering, gossip- 
ing, or mean-spirited actions 
that seemed to be the norm for 
that group- I was not there. It 
was amazing what a relief that 
was stress-wise. 

I identified the connection 
between my physical health 
and my mental state of mind. 
For instance, I noticed that I 
felt exhausted, tired and 
resentful when I would return 
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from a negative meeting. I felt 
elated, energetic and hopeful 
when I returned from being 
near positive people and 
events. 

After the absence of this 
stress I began to feel a sense 
of serenity, and contentment. 
People noticed and mentioned 
that I looked better, happier, 
“good”. I felt that way too. I 
never was a contentious type 
but I began to walk away from 
anything that even resembled 
an argument. Try it- you will 
love it. No drama, no worries. 
What is left is the ability to 
cope with real problems if you 
need to, in a positive, healthy 
way. 

Coincidentally, just this 
month, I had heard about “The 
Secret”, the best selling book 
and movie about “The Law of 
Attraction” and positive think- 
ing. After listening to the first 
few CDs I realized that I had 
been practicing the principles 
of The Secret for many, many 
years and didn't realize it. 

It wasn't that I was a 
genius- it was that in the late 
60-'s, 70's and 80's there was 
a myriad of self-help books 
for women. The Wendy 
Dilemma, The Cinderella 
Complex, The Superwoman 
Syndrome, etc. And let's not 
forget Norman Vincent Peale 
and his positive thinking book 
that was revolutionary in the 
50's. I read all I could get my 
hands on, and one or two of 
the principles from each book 
stuck with me. Combining 
them all together, I recognized 
that they were all a small part 
of The Secret. 

I am now studying these 
wonderful principles, and 
what has developed since, is 


that I know the proper way to 
really make those principles 
work- plus now there are 
many more to add to the 
repertoire that has been rolling 
around in my head for years! 

We have been trying the 
principles at the office and in 
two weeks the difference is 
staggering in attitude, produc- 
tion and general contentment 
of management and staff.

If 
your answer to the five year 
question was not good, this 
may be an answer for you and 
your family. Just think of how 
much more peace and happi- 
ness would be in our little part 
of the world if just 2096 of the 
people practiced these princi- 
ples. Remember, Out of the 
Mud, Grows the Lotus.

On media access 


The so-called Jena 6 case 
has ramifications that can 
impact the entire nation. Yet 
at this point, media access to 
the proceedings in the case 
of Mychal Bell, one of the 
six, has been severely limit- 
ed. 

The media, obligated to 
uphold the people's right to 
know, have filed court docu- 
ments to open the Bell case 
— seeking the right to attend 
hearings and review tran- 
scripts of previous hearings. 
Lifting the gag order against 
participants in the case is 
also urged. ... 

Since 1931, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has stated 
repeatedly that government 
attempts to censor the media 
are presumed unconstitu- 
tional. The court has articu- 
lated only one circumstance 
under which prior restraint 
would be permissible — an 
order barring publication of 
the movement of troop ships 
during war time. 

Accordingly, editorial 
decisions are generally left 
solely to the discretion of 
media organizations. 

Challenging the restric- 
tions placed on the media in 
the Jena 6 case is part of a 
broader obligation of all 
news organizations to pro- 
tect the people’s right to 
know. If the freedom of the 
press guarantees in the con- 
stitution are breached here, a 
precedent will be set. 

That precedent can be 
applied to increasingly criti- 
cal information until the 
courts and other arms of 
government have the power 
to build a wall between the 
public and vital information 
that it deserves and needs to 
possess. ...

On staph infections 


They warned you. We 
warned you. 

“The killer germs are 
coming -- and it’s all your 
fault,” The Press said in a 
June 1997 editorial. We 
weren't particularly pre- 
scient. We were just noting 
what medical authorities 
were saying at the time 10 
years ago -- that the indis- 
criminate use of antibiotics 
would lead to the emergence 
of more virulent forms of 
bacteria that would have 
major implications for 
human health. 

Well ... with the death of a 
17-year-old Virginia boy last 
week attributed to methi- 
cillin- resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus bac- 
teria, or MRSA, and the pub- 
lication in the Journal of the 
American Medical 
Association of a study indi- 
cating an “astounding” rate 
of antibiotic-resistant staph 
infections, the nation is now 
in a full-fledged frenzy. 
Additional cases are being 
reported in the media daily - 
- cases that never would 
have been newsworthy 
before the current panic. 
Schools are being scrubbed 
with bleach, and people are 
rushing out to buy antibacte- 
rial hand cleaners. 

What’s happened is that 
the antibiotic-resistant 
strains have moved outside 
their traditional setting in 
health-care institutions and 
into the community. Gyms, 
locker rooms, schools and 
similar places now account 
for 14 percent of new antibi- 
otic-resistant infections, 
according to the JAMA arti- 
cle. ...

Vouchers give parents 


a right to choose 


WASHINGTON -- In today’s political taxonomy, 
“progressives” are rebranded liberals dodging the 
damage they did to their old label. Perhaps their most 
injurious idea -- injurious to themselves and public 
schools -- was the forced busing of (mostly other peo- 
ples’) children to engineer “racial balance” in public 
schools. Soon, liberals will need a third label if people 
notice what “progressives” are up to in Utah. 

There, teachers unions, whose idea of progress is 
preservation of the status quo, are waging an expensive 
and meretricious campaign to overturn the right of par- 
ents to choose among competing schools, public and 
private, for the best education for their children. 

In balloting more important to the nation than most 
of next year’s elections will be, Utahans next week 
will decide by referendum whether to retain or jettison 
the nation’s broadest school choice program. Passed 
last February, the Parent Choice in Education Act 
would make a voucher available to any public school 
child who transfers to a private school, and to current 
private school children from low-income families. 
Opponents of school choice reflexively rushed to force 
a referendum on the new law, which is suspended 
pending the vote. 

The vouchers would vary in value from $500 to 
$3,000, depending on household income. The teachers 
unions’ usual argument against school choice pro- 
grams is that they drain money from public education. 
But the vouchers are funded by general revenues, not 
the two sources of public school funds, which are local 
property taxes and the Uniform School Fund. And 
every Utah voucher increases funds available for pub- 
lic education. 

Here is how: 

Utah spends more than $7,500 per public school 
pupil ($3,000 more than the average private school 
tuition). The average voucher will be for less than 
$2,000. So every voucher that is used -- by parents 
willing to receive $2,000 rather than $7,500 of gov- 
ernment support for the education of their child -- will 
save Utah taxpayers an average of $5,500. And 
because the vouchers are paid from general revenues, 
the departed pupil’s $7,500 stays in the public school 
system. 

Furthermore, booming Utah, which has about 
540,000 public school pupils and the nation’s largest 
class sizes, expects to have at least 150,000 more than 
that a decade from now. By empowering parents to 
choose private alternatives, the voucher program will 
save Utah taxpayers millions of dollars in school con- 
struction expenses. 

Opponents of school choice argue that it will pro- 
duce less racially and socially diverse schools. But 
because students are assigned to public schools based 
on where they live, and because residential patterns 
reflect income, most of Utah’s public schools are either 
mostly wealthy and white or mostly nonwealthy and 
nonwhite. Utah’s Office of Education reports that the 
state's private schools -- which are operating one-third 
below full enrollment -- have a higher percentage of 
nonwhites than do public schools. 

The voucher program will enable demand for pri- 
vate schools to match the supply. A privately funded 
scholarship program, Children First Utah, for low- 
income pupils can support only 15 percent of appli- 
cants. Although most of the total value of the new 
voucher program will go to low-income families, the 
program amounts to a reduced government subsidy for 
such families -- at most $3,000 rather than more than 
$7,500 per pupil. 

Public filings showed that by September the 
National Education Association, the megalobbyist for 
the public education near-monopoly, had alredy spent 
$1.5 million to support repeal of the voucher program. 
The Wall Street Journal reports that the NEA has 
approved expenditures of up to $3 million. Public fil- 
ings in September showed that teachers unions in 
Maine, Colorado, Arizona and Wyoming had con- 
tributed to the fight against choice. Probably other 
states” unions will be identified in the next reports. 

Intellectually bankrupt but flush with cash, the 
teachers unions continue to push their threadbare argu- 
ments, undeterred by the fact that Utah's vouchers will 
increase per-pupil spending and will lower class sizes 
in public schools. Why the perverse perseverance? 
There are two large, banal reasons -- fear of competi- 
tion and desire for the maximum number of dues-pay- 
ing public school teachers. 

Although Utah is among the reddest of states -- the 
most emphatically Republican in six of the last eight 
presidential elections -- it is among the most support- 
ive states regarding public education: It has the fifth- 
highest proportion of K through 12 students in public 
schools. (Even its home-schooled children outnumber 
the children in private schools.) Nevertheless, on 
Tuesday Utah voters can strike a reverberating blow 
against the idea that education should remain the most

November marks the 
beginning of one of the sweet- 
est times of the year -- a time 
often filled with delicious 
decadent desserts such as the 
pumpkin pies of Thanksgiving 
and the creamy chocolates of 
Christmas. If you're looking 
for a wine to complement the 
nuts and spices of the season's 
desserts, you need look no 
further than port wine. 

The richness of port 
enhances the flavors of some 
of the holiday's sweetest 
treats. It adds new layers of 
flavor to everything from 
chocolate to pumpkin pie and 
offers a refined ending to a 
hearty meal. Dave Cancilla, 
Wine Director of the David 
Berkeley Collection, says, 
“When you serve port with a 
chocolate dessert, the combi- 
nation creates the taste of a 
chocolate truffle.” 

An added bonus: port is 
more cost efficient. It is only a 
fraction of the price of wines 
that are aged for the same 
length of time, and because 
you consume less -- a glass of 
port is generally smaller than 
an average glass of wine -- 
one bottle serves more people. 

Port is made by adding 
grape spirit to wine to stop 
fermentation and maintain 
high sugar and alcohol levels. 
The result is a sweet wine that 
is fortified to about 20 percent 
alcohol.

Tawny ports are made from 
grapes that are aged in wood- 
en barrels where they are 
exposed to gradual oxidation 
and evaporation. The result, 
says Cancilla, is a golden- 
brown color and a “nutty” 
caramel flavor. 

There are two types of 
tawny port -- young and aged. 
A young tawny port is basic, 
uncomplicated, and less than 
three years old. Aged tawny 
ports, on the other hand, are 
often stored for decades and 
have their maturity stamped 
on their label. The lengthy 
aging process gives these 
ports a nutty, brown sugar, or 
vanilla favor with a soft, silky 
texture. These flavors per- 
fectly complement pumpkin 
or pecan pie. 


In contrast, ruby ports are 
generally less expensive, less 
complex and more widely 
produced than tawny 
port. Following fermentation, 
ruby port is stored in steel or 
concrete barrels or tanks to 
prevent oxidative aging and to 
preserve its deep red color. 
Cancilla says that ruby ports 
complement fruity desserts 
beautifully or offer a pleasant 
contrast to chocolate. 

"Late Bottle Vintage" 
(often referred to LBV) was 
originally port that was aged 
in barrels for four to six years. 
Reminiscent of cherries and 
chocolate, this wine is often 
filtered prior to bottling and 
does not require decanting. 

Cancilla makes the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

Fonseca Porto Late Bottled 
Vintage 2000 ($23) Cancilla 
recommends pairing this wine 
with desserts with nuts or 
caramel, because it is less tan- 
nic. 

Ficklin Vineyards Old Vine 
Tinta Port ($14) Cancilla rec- 
ommends pairing this ruby 
port with chocolate. “The 
fruity flavor of the port com- 
bined with chocolate turns the 
dessert taste into a truffle.” 

Taylor Fladgate Porto Late 
Bottled Vintage ($21) “This 
wine is reminiscent of rasp- 
berries and chocolate,” said 
Cancilla. “Together, the two 
flavors mitigate each other.”

Brady-Manning is headline attraction in league’s hottest rivalry

INDIANAPOLIS — Tom Brady 
and Peyton Manning have swapped 
wins, awards and championships. 
Now they might be trading records, 
too. 

The feature attraction in this week’s 
showdown pits Brady, on pace to shat- 
ter the league’s single-season records 
for touchdown passes and passer rat- 
ing, versus Manning, the man he's 
chasing. 

It’s the personal duel of the season. 

“As a quarterback, you’re always 
trying to get into that rhythm, that 
zone, whatever you want to call it,” 
Manning said. “You are throwing 
passes before they’re coming out of 
their breaks, you anticipate where 
they’re going to be. Every play that is 


called, you kind of feel it’s going to 
work, it’s going to be a touchdown.” 

Few rivalries have so much intensi- 
ty and even fewer conjure up such 
strongly debated headliners. 

Manning and Brady both have 
Super Bowl wins, Super Bowl MVP 
awards and have become playoff fix- 
tures. They’ve been to the Pro Bowl 
together and grown accustomed to 
these personal battles that always seem 
to come twice a year. They pride them- 
selves on preparation and execution. 

While past arguments tended to 
focus on the glaring omissions from 
their resumes — Manning had the 
impressive numbers and awards but no 
championships, while Brady had the 
titles but numbers that paled in com- 
parison — the league’s top two quar- 
terbacks now seem content in reversed 


roles. 

Manning’s more-balanced offense 
leads the league in touchdowns rush- 
ing (12) this season, while Brady has 
relied more on his new receiving corps 
to catch short passes and break off 
long runs. 

Brady, the three-time Super Bowl 
winner, is throwing touchdowns with 
as much regularity as a pitcher throw- 
ing fastballs. Through eight games, he 
has 30 TD passes, 19 short of 
Manning’s record, and a 136.2 passer 
rating, well ahead of Manning’s best 
of 121.1. 

Manning won his first Super Bowl 
title in February, two weeks after mas- 
terfully leading Indianapolis back 
from a 15-point halftime deficit to beat 
Brady’s Patriots. 

Yet it’s these games some believe 


will define their careers. 

Brady enters Sunday holding a 6-3 
edge over Manning, although 
Manning has won the last three, and 
this year’s battle includes the right to 
remain undefeated. Manning’s Colts 
are 7-0, Brady’s Patriots 8-0, with the 
winner taking the inside track for 
home-field advantage in the playoffs. 

A victory against his old nemesis 
would also give Manning his 100th 
career victory. 

But as heated as this rivalry has 
become, Manning and Brady won’t 
trade barbs. 

“What’s not to be impressed by?” 
Brady said. “He (Manning) does 
everything well. He throws the short 
stuff, he throws the deep stuff, he’s a 
leader. I mean, once again, he’s a

Torre hired to manage Dodgers

LOS ANGELES — Joe Torre was 
hired Thursday to manage the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, taking the job two 
weeks after walking away from the 
New York Yankees. 

The winningest manager in postsea- 
son history, Torre moved from one sto- 
ried franchise to another and got a 
three-year, $13 million contract. The 
Dodgers finished fourth in the NL 
West this season and have only one 
playoff victory since winning the 1988 
World Series under Tom Lasorda. 

“I'm so happy for him. I think his 
record speaks for itself," Lasorda said. 
“I think what he accomplished with 
the Yankees, he should have been able 
to control his destiny. We're happy 
that he's here — very happy." 

The 67-year-old Torre will be intro- 
duced at a news conference Monday at 
Dodger Stadium. He succeeds Grady 
Little, who resigned Tuesday after two 
seasons and with a year remaining on 
his contract. 

Torre becomes the Dodgers' eighth 
manager since they moved west from 
his hometown of Brooklyn, where he

rooted for the rival New York Giants. 

"As a kid growing up, you didn't 
like them," Torre said on WFAN radio 
in New York less than an hour before 
the hiring was announced. “As a play- 
er, to me the Dodgers were the 
Yankees of the National League 
because .. you either loved them or 
you hated them.” 

Now, Torre joins the Dodgers for 
their 50th anniversary season in Los 
Angeles. 

Torre guided the Yankees to four 
World Series championships from 
1996-2000, and they made the play- 
offs in all 12 years he managed them. 
After New York was beaten in the first 
round by Cleveland last month, the 


Yankees offered him a one-year con- 
tract with a paycut. 

Calling the performance incentives 
in the proposal “an insult,” Torre 
turned it down. Torre was hired by the 
Dodgers on the same day the Yankees 
formally introduced Joe Girardi as 
their manager. 

This week, the Dodgers acknowl- 
edged they talked to Girardi about 
potentially replacing Little. 

Teams are generally directed to 
interview at least one minority candi- 
date for open managerial jobs. The 
Dodgers were granted an exemption 
by commissioner Bud Selig, however, 
because of a strong track record on 
minority hirings. 

Torre ranks eighth on baseball's 
career list with 2,067 victories. He also 
managed the New York Mets, St.

UCLA picked to win title 


in power-packed Pac-10

LOS ANGELES — UCLA 
was picked to win the Pac-10 
title and lead a conference that 
has added the nation's most 
sought-after ^ recruit in 
Southern California's O.J. 
Mayo and its top-rated big 
man in the Bruins’ Kevin 
Love. 

The defending champion 
Bruins received 33 of 34 first- 
place votes Thursday in a 
media poll. They totaled 339 
points — 66 ahead of second- 
place Washington State. 

The Cougars earned the 
other first-place vote. Their 
projected No. 2 finish was the 
team's highest placing since 
the media poll began in 1992- 
93. They finished second last 
year in coach Tony Bennett's 
debut season. 

“I do like my team because 
we have a majority of return- 
ing players. That will hopeful- 
ly help us," Bennett said. 
“There’s no substitute in a 
league like the Pac-10 for 
juniors and seniors." 

Oregon, the defending Pac- 
10 tournament winner, was 
picked third with 240 points, 
two ahead of fourth-place 
Arizona. 

Stanford was picked fifth, 
followed by Southern 
California, California, 
Washington, Arizona State 
and Oregon State. 

The league is loaded with 
lottery picks in a season when 
many expect the Pac-10 to 
land at least seven teams in 
the NCAA tournament. 

“It's far and away the best 
conference in the country," 
said Arizona coach Lute 
Olson, beginning his 25th sea- 
son in Tucson. "It's going to 
be an exciting year. A lot of 
Rolaids for the coaches." 

Olson attributed the 
league’s resurgence that 
began last year to the addition 
of Ben Howland at UCLA, 
Tim Floyd at USC, Herb 
Sendek at Arizona State and 
Bennett at Washington State. 

“When I first came in, 


when somebody had an open- 
ing they usually hired an 
assistant from some other pro- 
gram,” Olson said. “Now the 
schools are hiring the best 
available head coaches they 
can get. It’s the quality of the 
coaches that have come in and 
the recruiting ability of those 
coaches.” 

Six Pac-10 teams played in 
last season's NCAA tourna- 
ment, with half of those 
advancing to the second 
weekend. UCLA lost in the 
Final Four for the second con- 
secutive year. The league had 
six players taken in the NBA 
draft, including four in the 
first round. 

“Its a changing of the 
guard from East Coast to West 
Coast,” Oregon coach Ernie 
Kent said. 

The talent level is up con- 
siderably with Mayo and 
Love, along with fellow 
McDonald's All-Americans 
Jerryd Bayless of Arizona and 
James Harden of Arizona 
State, and Duke transfer Eric 
Boateng at Arizona State join- 
ing the league. 

“We’ve never had a player 
like O.J. Mayo,” Floyd said. 
“He's a terrific talent, every- 
thing that he's advertised to 
be.” 

Even with Mayo, the 
Trojans were projected to fin- 
ish in the middle of the pack 
because they lost Nick Young, 
Lodrick Stewart and Gabe 
Pruitt, who combined for 43.8 
points a game last season. 

“We lost more than any- 
body in the Pac-10 last year,” 
Floyd said. “Hopefully we 
have gained more than any- 
body in the league.” 

Across town at UCLA, 
Love will provide a scoring 
presence down low and at 6- 
foot-10 and 260 pounds, he'll 
make the physical Bruins 
even tougher. 

“We're going to get more 
post feeds, that's for sure,” 
Howland said. “Kevin is very, 
very good inside. When he 
does command the double 
team, he's outstanding at 
kicking it out.”

Sabean: Signing A-Rod would 
be ‘a reach’ for Giants

SAN FRANCISCO — San 
Francisco Giants general 
manager Brian Sabean plans 
to “kick the tires” to deter- 
mine the feasibility of signing 
free agent Alex Rodriguez, 
but characterized the team's 
chances of acguiring the slug- 
ger as “a reach.” 

With Barry Bonds' tenure 
in San Francisco over after 15 
seasons, there has been specu- 
lation that the Giants could try 
to replace baseball's home run 
king with the player consid- 
ered to have the best chance to 
break Bonds' record. 

Rodriguez recently opted 
out of his $252 million, 10- 
year contract with the New 
York Yankees and filed for 
free agency. Sabean was 
asked on a conference call 
Thursday whether the team 
was willing to commit a large 
percentage of its payroll to a 
player expected to receive a 
contract worth $30 million or 
more per year. 

“I don't even know that 
they know what their expecta- 
tions are,” Sabean said of A- 
Rod and agent Scott Boras. 
“You have to do due dili- 
gence. I think that's the best 
way to put it: kick the tires on 
anything, including him. In 
baseball, almost anything is 
possible. How probable some- 
thing like that would be would 
be a reach for me for the rea- 
sons you said. It can literally 
hamstring what you want to 
do for guite a while.” 

The 32-year-old Rodriguez 
led the majors with 54 homers 
and 156 RBIs this season. His 
518 career home runs are the 
most by anybody his age and 
184 more than Bonds’ 334 at 
the same age. Bonds holds the 
career mark with 762 home 
runs. 

Ned Colletti, GM of the 
rival Dodgers, didn't know 
whether Rodriguez would be 
interested in the Dodgers now 
that they've signed Joe Torre 
to manage. 


“It's somewhat of a ques- 
tion for Alex and his represen- 
tative,” Colletti said. “We're 
going to meet as a group here 
at some point in time and dis- 
cuss not only Alex Rodriguez 
but everybody else who is a 
free agent, plus the different 
trade scenarios we've got.” 

Torre, who managed 
Rodriguez in New York the 
past four seasons, was sur- 
prised A-Rod opted to end his 
contract with the Yankees. 

“I know he liked it here, 
and I know he enjoyed the 
Yankees this year more than 
any other year," Torre said on 
WFAN. “We kind of forged 
this relationship this year and 
I don't know what clicked, to 
be honest with you, because I 
don't think I did anything dif- 
ferent." 

Torre also was taken aback 
that Rodriguez terminated his 
deal with the Yankees during 
Game 4 of the World Series. 

“That certainly didn't sit 
well with anybody," Torre told 
the radio station. 

Sabean said the Giants 
already were in discussions 
about a one-year deal with a 
vesting option for free-agent 
shortstop Omar Vizquel, and 
was interested in re-signing 
third baseman Pedro Feliz. 

The priority this offseason 
is improving an offense that 
finished last in the majors in 
slugging percentage with a 
.387 mark and second-worst 
with 693 runs scored. That 
will have to be done without 
Bonds. Sabean reiterated the 
team's stance that it will not 
bring him back despite recent 
comments by the slugger that 
suggested there was still a 
chance he could return to San 
Francisco. 

With a thin free-agent pool, 
Sabean said upgrades might 
require trading some of the 
club's young pitchers. 

Rookie Tim Lincecum and 
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Matt Cain are expected to stay 
in San Francisco, but the team 
could entertain deals for Noah 
Lowry or Jonathan Sanchez. 

The Giants also hired a new 
hitting coach Thursday, giving 
the job to former AL batting 
champion Carney Lansford. 

Lansford, a five-time All- 
Star who won the batting title 
in 1981, received a two-year 
contract to replace Joe 
Lefebvre on manager Bruce 
Bochy's staff. Lansford grew 
up in the Bay Area cheering 
for the Giants. 

Lansford said he will 
encourage “unselfish base- 
ball,” with players taking 
pitches to allow for stolen 
bases. He wants his hitters 
advancing runners and creat- 
ing runs. 

“We have to do whatever it 
takes to win a ballgame,” he 
said. “If that means taking 
pitches, you have to do that 
and feel good about it. At the 
same time, still move that run- 
ner over so the next guy can 
pick him up. That's hard to do 
sometimes, but winning ball- 
clubs do that.” 

Sabean guickly added that 
did not mean the team didn't 
want to have any power in the 
lineup. 

“We're not looking to have 
a Punch and Judy team,” he 
said. “Nor is Carney going to 
be a Punch and Judy hitting 
coach. We believe in trying to 
hit doubles, trying to hit the 
ball as hard as you can. There 
will be times where those dou- 
bles are going to turn into 
home runs.” 

Lansford batted .290 dur- 
ing a 15-year career with the 
Angels, Boston and Oakland. 
Lansford, who was hitting 
coach for the Rockies’ Triple- 
A affiliate this season, had 
previously been a bench 
coach for Tony La Russa in 
Oakland (1994-95) and St. 
Louis (1997-98).

Continued from Page A-9 
clutch performer. He's always 
in command of the team and 
the offense. Um ... he's a great 
actor. He can do it all." 

Usually, seeing the league's 
two best quarterbacks on the 
same field is a rarity. 

In the case of Manning and 
Brady, this marks the eighth 
time they've faced each other 
since 2003. Strangely, the two 
quarterbacks who seem so 
perfect against every other 
have been defined more by 
mistakes in this series. 

In the 2003 AFC title game, 
Manning's four interceptions 
were the difference in a 24-14 
New England victory. The 
next year, in a divisional 
round game, Manning fin- 
ished with his second-lowest 
passer rating of the season, 
69.3, in a 20-3 loss. 

Last year, Brady's four 
interceptions did in the 
Patriots in a 27-20 defeat at 
Foxborough, Mass., a loss that 
eventually gave Indianapolis 


home-field advantage in the 
playoffs and set up one of the 
most memorable moments of 
Manning's career: the greatest 
comeback in conference 
championship game history. 

Brady's only interception 
of the game sealed Indy's vic- 
tory. 

But forcing miscues is the 
most difficult challenge these 
defenses have. 

“I think Peyton does a good 
job of getting the ball out of 
there and getting it to the guy 
that's open," Pats linebacker 
Mike Vrabel said. “He under- 
stands, I think, every time he 
takes a snap where the rush is 
coming from and how much 
time he has and where he 
needs to go with the football. 
He'd rather take 5 yards than a 
sack." 

The Colts see the same 
traits in Brady. 

“I think Brady does a great 
job of knowing where to go 
and how to get away from the 
rush," Indy defensive end 
Dwight Freeney said. “They 
have a great scheme where he 
likes to get rid of the ball 
quick, especially against us." 


Colts kicker Adam 
Vinatieri, one of two players 
in Sunday's game who has 
been teammates of both quar- 
terbacks — along with Colts 
DT Dan Klecko — describes 
the similarities a different 
way. He thinks it's more about 
leadership and study habits. 

"[ think you're very, very 
lucky to have either one on 
your team," said Vinatieri, the 
Pats' former Super Bowl hero. 
“What both bring are leader- 
ship and preparation values. 
They're both so particular 
about preparation and not just 
with them, but every one 
around them.” 

How those intangibles will 
affect Sunday's game may 
never be known to those out- 
side the locker room. Either 
way, Brady vs. Manning is 
still the league's marquee 
matchup. 

“I think you are seeing two 
very professional guys at the 
top of their game and that are 
in great systems that take 
advantage of what they can 
do,” Colts coach Tony Dungy 
said. “I think the country gets 
to see the best of both guys.”

Iragi government that it will 
stop the flow into Irag of 
bomb-making materials and 
other weaponry that U.S. offi- 
cials say has inflamed insur- 
gent violence and caused 
many American troop casual- 
ties, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Thursday. 

“It is my understanding that 
they have provided such 
assurances,” Gates told a 
Pentagon news conference. “I 
don't know whether to believe 
them. I'll wait and see.” He 
said he did not know who in 
Tehran made the promise. 

Gates also offered one of 
his most upbeat assessments 
of the overall state of U.S. 
efforts to stabilize Iraq, saying 
security is improving signifi- 
cantly even as Iraqi political 
progress at the national level 
is lagging. 

"Clearly the direction in 
Iraq is headed in a significant- 
ly more positive direction than 
it was five or six months ago," 
he said. 

Pressed to say whether he 
thinks the United States is 
winning in Iraq, Gates said: I 
think those end up being 
loaded words. I think we have 
been very successful." 


Al-Oaida-linked 
extremists gaining 
ground in 

NW Pakistan 


SWAT, Pakistan (AP) — 
Muslim extremists are 
expanding their control of 
northern Pakistan, challenging 
the U.S.-backed government 
of President Gen. Pervez 


Musharraf and adding to the 
lands where terrorists allied 
with Osama bin Laden find 
refuge. 

Once restricted to pockets 
in the mountains along the 
Afghanistan border, radical 
mullahs and their followers 
now wield power in vast areas 
of northwest Pakistan. They 
have moved in the past few 
months beyond the tribal 
regions and into northern 
Pakistan cities and the Swat 
Valley. 

The increased influence of 
the Islamic radicals was high- 
lighted this week by intense 
fighting between local gun- 
men and government troops. 
The government said about 
180 people have been killed, 
mostly militants, in violence 
including bombings, abduc- 
tions and shootouts. 

The growing instability in 
northwest Pakistan has shaken 
Musharraf’s authority at a 
time when he’s also being 
upstaged by the return of for- 
mer Prime Minister Benazir 
Bhutto — a jubiliant home- 
coming shattered by a terrorist 
bombing that killed more than 
140 people.
